Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 20,26,27,28,30,35,36,38,44,45,47,53,54,55,56,57,58,59, and 60 are 
allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose, suggest, or teach, "generating, via the controller, a 
program managing information packet for indicating a discontinuity of the MPEG 
transport stream in a form of a transport packet; inserting, via the controller the 
generated program managing information packet between two of the transport 
packets existing in the read MPEG transport stream when a discontinuity occurs 
in MPEG stream, and transferring , via the transferring part, the MPEG transport 
stream including the inserted program managing information packet through a 
digital interface" as recited in Claim 20.
